A complete organization of every lo- 


cal and district Exemption Board is 
necessary before ‘he draft machinery 
can begin to operate. The drawings 
will be in Washington and indications 
point to the use of numbers instead of 
names in making selections. 

As there w.ll be exemptions among 
those drafted tefore the first increment 
of 625,000 men can actually be assem- 
bled, necessarily more than that num- 
ber of names will be drafted on the first 
eperation. It is probable that as many 
as 1,100,000 .r 2,000,000 names might be 
Grawn. Then the first army of 625,00 
men will be formed after cxemptions 
are made. Cther troops will be drawn 
frpm the remainder until it is decided 
to raise another increment.

HERE ARE TO BE 
POSTED 2 TOMORROW 


Names of Registrants Will Be 
Displayed in Board Head- 
quarters in Each’ Ward. 

The names of all St. Louisans who 
have regist-red under the military drart 
will be publicly posted tomorrow in ‘the 
headquarters of thé Exemption Boards 
of the 2% wards. 
in the local preparations for the draft, 
and no further action will be taken by 


the Exemption Boards until the names 
o! those chosen-for the new army are 
belected next week in. Washington. 

In each of the 28 wards the Exemption 
Beards for weeks have been preparing 
a typewritten list of the registrants in 
each ward. New numbers have been as- 
signed to each registrant. The numbers 
range from No. ! to the total number 
registered in a ward. For example, in 
the Twenty-seventh Ward, where 4382 
nen are registered, the new numbers 
range from 1 to 4382. In the Sixth Ward, 
where only 1712 are registered, the new 
numbers range from 1 to 1712. ’ 

By visiting the Exemption 
hcacnquarters in his ward, a registrant 
can aSvertain his new registered num- 
ber. This number is not the same as 
appears on the registration certificate 
in possession of each registrant, as the 
number appearing on the certificate in- 
aqicates the numerical order in which 
men were registered in precincts. 

M. E.sGren, special executive assist- 
ant to the Mayor, in charge of the 
city’s registr..tion details, announce 
that 30 abscntees’ -ards had come in 
since June 6, bringing the-total number 
registered in St. Louis to 77:651. Reports 
of absentee cards from five wards are 
Fill lacking. 

Besides compiling ward lists of those 
registered, each exemption board has 
made a ‘“‘true copy’’ of each registra: 
tion card, and has numbered each card 
in red ink, the red number indicating. 
the registrant's new number in the 
ward. 

Exemption boards in 12 wards had 
completed their registration lists anc 
duplicate registration cards at 10 o'clock 
this morning, and had forwarded them 
to the Mayor's office. Lists and dupli- 
cate registration cards fro the re- 
maining 16 wards must be at the May- 
or's office by evening. 

The cuplicate registration cards wiil 
pe forwarded during the evening to the 
Adjutant-General of Missouri at Jeffer- 
fon Citv. A copy of the iist of regis- 
trants in each ward, with their num- 
bers, will bb forwarded to Provost 
Marshal Crowder at Weahii.gion for wse 
in the actusi draft; a second copy wi'. 
be kept on tile in the Mayor's office, p 
third copy will be publicly posted in 
the Ward “xemption Board's headc- 
quarters, amd a fourth copy will be kept 
in the files of each Exemption Board. 
Inasmuch as there are nearly 78,000 
names in the 2% lists, it was announced 
at the Mayor's office that printed lists 
would not be made. The registration 
lists are posted, and files kept tn the 
Mayor’s ofti-e. so that there will be a 
rublic record as a safeguard against the 
shifting of names and numbers after tne 
draft.

Army Hopes to 


‘ill Companies by 
Time Drafted M Are Mobolized. 
WASHINGTON, July 6.—War Depart- 
ment officials have begun their cam- 
paign to recruit bakery companies for 
the new army and within the next fey 
weeks the bakery trade will be can- 
vassed carefully to provide the units 
necessary by the time the war armies 
are mobilized this fall. Each of the 
bakery Companies under the plan 
worked out will be expected to provide 
for a full division of 30,000 men and wili 
consist’ of 4 privates as _ assistant 
bakers, 15 Corporals, 23 Sergeants, 15 
privates as laborers, two cooks and one 
Quartermaster-Sergeant as chief bake~ 
A Captain of the Quartermasters’ corps 
will .command. 

The men will be paid an average of 
$37.75 a month while in home territory 
and $4 a month in foreign service, in 
addition to food, lodging, clothing and 
medical attention.

Rich East St. Louis Lawyer Says 
It Evolved From Long Period 
of Lawlessness. 


j MATOR WAS IMPORTUNED 


Word Allowed to Go Out That 
Police Would Not Interfere 
With Certain Violations. 


Maurice V. Joyce; attorney and one of 
the wealthiest residents of Fast ct. 
Louis, who has always been at the fore- 
front as a leader of every movement to 
improve the city physically and Siiti- 


Post-Dispatch declared that the mur- 


derous race riots there evolved out of 
a long-standing condition or lawlessness 


which had been fostered and encour- 


aged by city officials and the police. 
Joyce, who is about 40 years old, was 
Louis and

conditions there. He ha8 lung been rec- 
ognized by the law abiding element 4s 
a representative of those forces which 
have been persisting in'the up-hill tas 
of making East St. Lo'ig a better place 
in which to live.

Text of Joyce’s Statement. 

He said: “‘We have a Police Depart- 
ment that is incompetent and ineffi- 
cient, if not worse. Not only was the 
word sent out that law would not be 
rigialy enforced, but the positive imprcs- 
sion was allowed to spread that law 
vislations would be winked at and ig- 
nored’ by those officials responsible for 
law enforcement. 

“By lawlessness I mean the wide open 
and flagrant operation of gambling 
houses, winerooms, immoral resorts and 
dives of all kinds. Everybody knew 
these places were running; everybody 
knew where they were and how they 
could be closed—everybody except Mayor 
Moliman. 

“This conéitions became_ so _ prv- 
nounced retently that a certain bad 
element of buth blacks and whites be- 
came convinced they could Go just as 
they please?!.° This led to excesses by 
the negroes agailst the whites, and was 
1esponsible fur the subsequent outrages 
committed by a certain class, of whites 
upon the nesroes. There was a well- 
defined, obvicus conviction held by per- 
xons inclined to be lawbreakers, that 
they could do anything and not suffer 
for it. 

‘‘Members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce held a meeting at 2 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon, and agreed that the sit- 
vation was menacing, and that a night 
of terror wzs inevitable unless steps 
were taken to prevent it. We agreed 
that it*could te prevented by the police 
dispersing the small crowds that con- 
gregated on street corncrs. 


Urged Mayor to Act. 
“We called Mayor Mollman in and 
pleaded with him to make the police 
act. He said that, after the killing of 
Detective Coppedge, he had Jost contro!) 
of the police department. We demandel 
then, if that was the case, that he tell 
the fact to Gov. Lowden. After consid- 
erable parleying, he called the Gover- 
nor’s office, and repeated the _ state- 
ment. 
“It was then that Col. Tripp made the 
statement that he would have the sit- 
vation under control by night, with the 
arrival of more troops.” 
Col. Tripp has since explained that 
the expected troops did not arrive, and 
that instead of the 600 men he had 
counted on, 1e had only 225. 


Repeated attempts have been made by 
Post-Dispatch reporters to obtain stats- 
ments from Mayor Moliman and Police 
Chief Ransom Payne since the riots. 
Both have said they ‘‘would not talk tu 
the Post-Dispatch.”’ 

When pressed for an explanation of 
this attitude they have sajd the Post- 
Dispatch had been unfair 
conditions in East St.>.Louis. 


To Demand Police Resignations. 

The Citizens’ Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of East St. Louis, 
headed by Conrad Reeb, president of the 
organization, after a meeting this morn- 
ing announced that the Chamber of 
Comimmerce will demand the resignations 
er Chief of Police Ransom Payne and of 
Night Chief of Police Cornelius Hickey 
and a thorough reorganization of the 
Police Department immediately. 


The spokesman for the committee. 
who asked that his name be withheld 
from publication, indicated also that the 
committee had decided to demand either 
the resignations of the three members 
of the Fire and Police Board or a prom- 
ise from the board and city officials thu 
it will in future conduct its affairs along 
new lines. Joyce was mentioned in the 
committee meetings as a probable new 
head for the board. 

It was said that Night Chief Hickey 
is particularly opposed in his capacity 
by the Chamber of Commerce because 
of his political affiliations. He has had 
many political dealings with negroes, 
members of the organization charge. 
President Reeb said he wished it under- 
stood that the critiicism of the Fire aid 
Police Board did in no way imply erit- 
icism of the Fire Department, whe 
had proven itself especially efficcent 
during the present crisis.

Yellowish-Brown Khaki of British and French 
Colonials to Be Adopted— Open Coat 
Collar Favored.

The collar worn by British officers is 
the same as the collar on a civilian’s

French aviators, officers tn transport 
and “‘tank’ services and other new:)

zon blue. Although all French colo- 
nial troops are clad in khaki the line 
regiments wear the horizon blue. 

Another Franco-British innovation 
that the American officers here are 
adopting unanimously fs the strap go 
ing over the shoulder to support the 
regulation. belt. By wearing this sup- 
port, which is like a single suspender, 
it is not necessary to wear the belt so 
tight that it stays in position from pres- 
sure. The weight is carried across the 
shoulder, 

French factories are already turning 
out the steel helmets which the first 
contingent of United States army regu- 
lars will wear here. The model, which 
is ‘kept secret, is said to be new, em- 
bracing the fine points of British, 
Freneh and German helmets.

Senate Expected to Take Final 
Vote on Provision of Food 
- Bilt: Tonight. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—Final dispo- 
sition by tonight of the prohibition issue 
was forecast: when the food control bil! 


was again tuken up in the Senate to- 


Gay, although a sharp struggle was 
promised. Both the ‘“‘wets’’ and ‘‘drys’’ 
are lined up for~the contest. It is 
strongly indicated that the so-called 
“administraticn compromise,” providing 
only that distillation of foods 
toxicating feverages shall cease, will 
Le adopted cy a big majority. 

The food bill was taken ur under at. 
agreement to begin comsideration of the 


rrohibdition section at 2 o’clocfi this after- 


noon, with debate limited. : 

An amendment by Senator Chamber- 
lain was adopted providing that the 
minimum price of any necessaries sold 
by the Government shall not be less 
than the minimum guaranteed price —f 
products. 

Senator Curtis introduced the ‘‘bon2 
dry’’ pronibition provision contained ;,. 
the bill as it came from the House. 

Consideration of committee amend- 
ments was ‘interrupted by Senator Bu- 
rah, who spoke in favor of the prohibi- 
tion section. 

When he cited the decrease of drunk- 
enness and crime in England with the 
curtailment of the liquor traffic by the 
Government, Senator Reed called atten- 
tion to London press dispatches an- 
nouncing an increase in the allowance 
of beer. 

“Liquor is doomed eventually,”’ de- 
clared Senator’ Borah. “From any 
Standpoint—revenue, food conservation. 
human efficiency, good citizenship or 
success in the war—the appeal comes to 
us to give the final fatal blow to this 
industry. Why compromise, dicker, fal- 
ter ana barter with that which spreads 
want and disease in time of Peace and 
disaster in time of war? I will sup- 
port the House amendment because it 
conserves our food and, more important, 
our citizenship.”’ 

Senator Chamherlain, in charge of the 
bill, hopes to reach another agreement 
for a final vote on the bill itself by 
Wednesday or Thursday. 


Compromise Hill Offered. 

Senator Robinson introduced yes- 
terday the “Administration compro- 
mise” substitute for the Gore plan 
providing only that distillation of 
foodstuffs for intoxicating beverages 
shall cease. It was drawn by Senator 
Martin, Democratic leader, and. is 
identical with that originally offered 
by Senator Chamberlain and rejected 
by the Senate Agriculture Committe: 
in favor of the Gore amendment, giv- 
ing the President authority to sus- 
pend manufacture. of beer and wine 
and to limit their alcoholic contents. 

Senator Thomas of Colorado advo- 
cated national prohibition “when 
squarely and fairly preserted” but 
announced opposition to\the proposal 
for immediate “bone dry” prohibition 
both because of effect upon public 
sentiment and from the revenue 
standpoint. 

The Senate yesterday adopted Sen- 
ator Kenyon’'s amendment to a section 
of the bill greatly extending the 
Government's power to purchase and 
sell supplies at reasonaole prices. 
Under the amendment in addition to 
foods, feed and fvel, the Government 
would be authorized to buy and sell, 
and at minimum prices fixed by the 
federal authorities all other necessar- 
jes named in the bill. 

Coal Prices to Be Taken Up. 

Before passage of the bill a deter- 
mined effort will be made to broaden 
it so as to insure that the Govern- 
ment will have power to regulate 
coal prices and to take over and op- 
erate coal mines. Many leaders be- 
licve, however that some of the 
necessaries now included in the bill 
for Governmental regulation, such 14s 
cotton, wool, ifon and steel and other 
products, will be eliminated and left

CLAUDE 6. MARTIN 
DIES IN HIS GARAGE 


Noted Baseball Enthusiast and 
After Dinner Wit Succumbs 
to Heart Attack. 


Claude B. Martin, who inherited large 
holdings from his father, Edward Mar- 
tin, owner of valuabie St. Louis real 
estate, was found dead in the garage 
of his home at Normandy, St. Louis 
County, shortly before noon today. He 
| had been ill for more than two years. 
Heart disease 4s believed to have been 
the immediate cause of death. 

Martin at one time was known as the 
most persistent and clamorous baseball 
fan in St. Louis. In his younger days, 
when a student at St. Louis University, 
he had been a famous amateur catcher 
and he never lost his love for the na- 


T tional game. 


IlIness in the last few years had pre- 
vented him from coming often to St. 
Louis to see the big league games, but 
he was Known in the county as an ar- 
dent supporter of amateur baseball, and 
whenever able to do so he was on hand 
when a promising contest was scheduled. 

Two years ago Martin was thought 
to be near death from dropsy, but he 
surprised his many friends by rallying, 
and for a time he seemed to have recov- 
ered his health. 

Recently his condition had been a 
matter of cumment among his county 
neighbors. He lost streneth rapidly. 

Neighbors today observed him work- 
ing in his garden and later they saw 
him enter the garage. After an hour 
or more had passed a neighbor went 
there and found him dead. 

Mrs. Martin and their two sons and 
two daughters were away from home 
when the discovery was made. 

Martin for several years had been 
known as the “irremovable toastmas- 
ter,"" a name conferred on him by his 
close friend, William Marion Reedy, ed- 
itor of the Mirror. In order to live up 
to his title he accepted invitations to 
ect as toastmaster at all sorts of din- 
ners and banquets in the cour ty. 

He was one of the organizers and 
perpetual toastmaster of the Irish-Amer- 
ican Society of St. Louis County. This 
crgznization had a banquet on St. Pat- 
rick’s day eevry year. This year it was 
called off because of Martin's illness. 

Martin at one time was in the real 
estate business, but in recent years he 
had devoted himself to his country 
home. His ample income from his fa- 
ther’s estate made it unnecessary for 
him to adhere to any severe routine. 


TIPS PRUNED FROM WAREHOUSE 
OFFICIAL'S EXPENSE ACCOUNT 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 6.—James T. 
Broedshaw, State Warehouse Commis- 
sicner, has formed a habit of writing a 
ronthly letter to State Auditor Hack- 
mann, in which he employs many forci- 
ble expletives in denunciation of Hack- 
mann because the latter uses the prun- 
ing knife on Bradshaw's expense ac- 
ceunt. Last month Hackmann struck 
from Bradshaw's expense account $25.50 
‘or incidentals which the Warehouse 
Cotnmissioner explained consisted large- 
ly of “‘tips."’ Hackmann says the State 
won’t pay tips during his administra- 
tion as Auditor. In Bradshaw's expense 
account for June, Hackmann discovered 
that the Commissioner had been charg- 
ing the State with meals while in Kan- 
sac City, where he resides. He also dis- 
covered that the State was charged with 
two daily newspapers delivered to Brad- 
shaw. Two breakfasts eaten in Kan- 
sas City, ameunting to $1.65, and the 
cost of the newspapers for three months, 
which were eliminated ‘by Hackmann 
were made the theme of a three-page 
Closely typewritten letter from the Com- 
n issioner.

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British Soldiers Already Have 
Made Progress in Alter- 
ing Language. 


BY CLAIR KENAMORE,. 
The slang ot the trenches, already a 


weighty contribution to the English lan- 
guage, is about to be further enriched, 
for the American troops are in France 
and they are the most prolific and per- 
sistent producers of linguistic short-cuts 
and the most enthusiastic manglers of 


language in the world. 

The English soldiers have done con- 
siderable work already in improving the 
common tongue, but not all of their 
slang phrases will be acceptable to their 
new allies. American slang, always 4 
fascinating study, is almost invariably 
of spontaneous birth. Its application 
and aptness are seen and the fame o: 
the phrase is assured. 

Popylar Slang Born, Not Made. 

A popular piece of slang, like a war 
cry or a slogan, is born, not made. For 
this reason, it is very doubtful if the 
term ‘“Sammies’’ which a number of 
journalists are trying to wish on the 
American soldiers in France will stick. 
They have been called ‘‘Yanks,’’ by the 
British soldiers, since the war began, a 
solemn, uninspired piece of slang, but 
upheld by long and honorable service. 
If any other phrase supplants it, it is 
probable that it will be something that 
some Cockney will think of unwitting- 
ly and without effort, some bright and 
apt play upon the appearance or pecu- 
liarity of the newcomers, rather than 
the serious conclusion of a group of 
war correspondents, in convention as- 
sembled in the cabin of a transport. 

Some of the English slang already has 
been adopted in the United States, and 
much of it is well known, but for the 
large majority of the new things our 
men will see, feel, hear and do, they wit: 
feel an absolute and immediate need for 
new words to describe. New, stinging, 
illuminating words, with a crispness ani 
voltage quite unknown to the staid 
terms heretofore. Then the manufacture 
of new slang will begin. | 

Many of the words now used as slang, 
or near slang, are given in standard 
dictionaries, but their peculiar mean- 
ings come from their use by the sol- 
diers to express things differently. Even 
accepted military technical terms are 
made into slang phrases by constant 
use in unorthodox meanings. 

“Slacker” is English slang which has 
been widely used in America since we 
commenced to recruit and organize. Its 
meaning is virtually the same on both 
sides of the Atlantic. Its origin is 
shrouded in mystery, but its meaning .s 
obvious. 


Slang Travels Rapidly. 

A happy piece of slang once brought 
forth and set adrift travels more rap- 
idly than a forest fire or an epidemic. 
Because of this, it is sometimes impos- 
sible to discover or even speculate upon 
its foundation. Its aptness may be con- 
vincingly borne in upon a user who gives 
no thought to why iteghould be so put. 
But in spite of these things, the inves- 
tigation of the origin of slang is the 
most interesting study in connection 
it. It is even more interesting 
than making an anthology, as Arthur 
Guy Empey did for his sturdy, close- 
to-the-earth book, “Over the Top.”’ 
“Blighty” is one of the most romantic 
and picturesque words which have come 
out of the trenches. It is from the East 
Indian, and means (or more probably 
some word that resembles it means) 
‘“‘over the seas.’’ 

To the soldier it means over seas, 
home, rest, and all that home means to 
the far wandered. A “Blighty one” is 
a wound which is severe enough to 


“Blighty.”’ One can easily imagine that 
to the cold man crouched in the mud of 
a rain-soaked trench, “Blighty’’ will 
carry the suggestion of all the things 
he wants, and has not. Such words 
take on great beauty and subtle mean- 
ing to the men that use them, the es- 
sence of many desirable things can thus 
be expressed by one fatherless, foun- 
idling word. 


“Carry On,” a Widespread Phrase. 

“Carry on” is a gold, upstanding 
phrase which has almost been adopted 
into the military language of the Brit- 
ish. Its meaning possesses parts of 
Forward! go ahead, keep on doing as 
you were doing, proceed.

The Coroner's inquest into the deaths 
of 31 negroes and four white men in 
the race slaughter in the streets of East 
St. Louis Monday afternoon and even- 
ing was begun this afternoon in the 
police station. It was said before the 
opering of the inquest that important 
new evidence had been found, and that, 
this reason, the time had been 
changed from next Monday to today.

jobs for 2 men, found only five out of 
the 400 negro men there who could be 
persuaded to return to East St. Louis. 
The others said they were afraid their 
lives would be in danger, although East 
Side police and military authorities have 
promised that they will be protected. 
Some of them argued that the presence 
of the police and the militia did not 
save the victims of Monday’s massacre. 

Mayor Kiel and Public Welfare Di- 
rector Schmoll of St. Louis visited the 
lodging house later in the morning and 
told the negroes that they had just come 
from East St. Louis and that they had 
seen negroes walking the streets, in all 
parts of the city, without molestation. 
They said they had talked with Mayor 
Moliman and Adjutant-General Dickson, 
in charge of the Illinois National Guard, 
and that they believed the protection 
now afforded was ample. 


City Liable for Deaths, 


United States District Attorney Karch 
of Fast St. Louis today said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the city will’ be 
liable for damages for the lives of all 
persons who were killed in the race 
rioting. 

The statute fixing this liability was in- 
voked a year ago, when a woman in 
Italy sued Johnson County, IIl., for 
damages fdr the death of her son, who 
was lynched near’ Senton. A $50” 
judgment was awarded to her. 

In that case the county was held lia- 
ble, as the lynching was outside the cor- 
porate limits of Benton. Fast St. Louis, 
according to Karch, must assmue lia- 
bility for the deaths in the recent riots. 

‘The maximum judgment in cach case 
would be $8000. As 31 negroes and six 
white persons were killed,-including two 
policemen shot by negroes Sunday night, 
the possible liability of the city for loss 
of life would be limited to $185,000. If 
it could be proven, in any instance, that 
the person killed was a participant in 
lawlessness, recovery of damages in 
such-case might not be possible. 

A resolution adopted by the Citizens’ 
Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was submitted this afternoon *o 
a meeting of employers and business 
men in the city hall. The resolution was 
drawn up by the Rev. George W. Alli- 
son, Daniel McGlynn, Maurice V. Joyce, 
E. C. Kramer and Louis Schmidt. It 
declares that the primary cause of the 
city’s present disgrace is the failure to 
enforce the law thoroughly and impar- 
tially, and the Police Department is 
“condemned in the severest terms for 
the helpless and ineffectual manner in 
which it permitted these riots to take 
place.”’ 

The chief trouble, it is declared, was 
lack of an understanding, on the part 
of the officials of the Gepartment, that 
all violators of law were to be appre- 
hended, irrespective of race, politics, 
conditions or association. The resolu- 
tion demands that the Police Depart- 
ment be reorganized. 

The ‘‘good people’ of East St. Louis 
are not without blame, it is declared, as 
they have been aware of the “reign of 
crime" that prevailed, but did not take 
time from their private affairs to reme- 
dy conditions. 

An investigation will be made by 
the Illinois military authorities into 
the killing of Peter Twardouski of 
22156 Market avenue, a laborer em- 
ployed by the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation, ty Private Keating of Co.

Keating was removed from his 
post, pending the inquiry. 

Twardouski was with two other 
men, and disregarded the militiaman’s 
order to halt. The soldier repeated 
the order three times, then raised his 
gun and shot the man. 

Maurice Ahearn, secretary to Mayor 
Moliman, was arrested on complaint of 
Dan McGlynn Jr., son of a lawyer, who 
said Ahearn struck him in the face 
when he applied for a pass to enter the 
military line around the city hail 
Ahearn was taken to Beltevillie and gave 
bond to answer a charge of assault.

RESTLESSNESS IN GERMANY 


OF GROWING 


Official Intimation That Fourth Winter of War! 
Is to Be Expected Increases Agita- 
tion of Public Opinion.

STOCKHOLM, July 4, via London, 
July 5.—Vorwaerts, the German Socialist 
organ, calls out warningly to the Gov-

**Let none be too blind to the fact that 


at this time a certain unrest is spread- 
ing throughout the nation.” 

This is the most important feature 
of the rapidly changing situation in Ger- 
many today, of which significant symry- 
toms are rapidly multiplying. The food 
riots in Dusseldorf, Stettin, Gleiwitz 
and other cities are only isolated out- 
croppings of the increasing restlessness 
throughout the German nation, which is 
essentially psychological, rather than 
physical. 

Tried by economic and food pressure 
almost to the limits of human endur- 
ance, and now faced with the officially 
intimated certainty of a fourth winter 
of war, when all hopes had been con- 
fidently pinned to the submarine war- 
fare ending the struggle this fall, the 
patient, long suffering German nation 
is at last beginning to see clearly that 
something has been radically wrorg ‘in 
the past and that until this “something 


}rotten in the State of Germany” is 
eliminated there can be no prospect of 
peace. 

Dnder the lash of economic pressure, 
agitated German public opinion appears 
to be undergoing a tremendous change 
of heart and soul and many of even the 
most stubbornly benighted ones are be- 
ginning to turn toward democratization 
as their sole salvation. 

One of the most suggestive symptom 
of the rapidly changing order is that a 
handful of German “intellectuals” are 
calling on the Government for immediate 
institution of an equal secret ballot in 
Prussia. Their appeal has created a 
tremendous sensation throughout Ger- 
many, because the small band of fear-, 
less signers include Prof. Hans Del- 
brueck, Prof. Nerst and Privy Council- 
lor Harnack, who are not fanatics nor 
radicals, but bred-in-the-bone Conserv- 
atives, who have sensed the signs of the 
times and found courage to speak out. 

Vorwaerts says: 

“Their courage deserves. recognition 
and imitation, and they will not remain 
alone, for today all men in Germany 
whose thoughts are not bound by spe- 
cial economic interests or outworn 


party dogmas are unanimous in. the 
conviction that things cannot continue 
as they have been going.”

Tuan Chi Jui, Commander in Chief of 
the republican forces, has issued a 
lengthy manifesto denouncing Chang 
lisun, saying that his action is villain- 
OU and declaring he is using the Man- 
chus to further his own ambitions. Tuan 
Chi Jui promises generous treatment 
._for the Manchus after the republic is 
restored. 

Three thousand imperialist troops and 
"0% of Chang Hsun’'s soldiers have tak- 
er positions astride the Pekin-Hankow 
- Railway four miles from this city, rcady 
that 10,0009 troops commanded by 
Teac Kun, who have reached a point 25 
miles from Pekin. 

The diplomatic representatives have 
called to the attention of the Govern- 
rent that the protocol of 1901 requires 
mnintenance of and free passage on the 
I’ekin-Shanghai Railway. 


50,000 Republican Troops Said to Re 
Converging On Pekin. 

TIEN TSIN, July 6.—Fifty thousand 
soldiers of the republican forces are 
converging on Pekin and the attempt 
to restore the Manchu dynasty appears 
to be at the point of failure.” By mid- 
night Tuan Chi Jui, who has been ap- 
pointed Commander-in-Chief of the pu- 
nitive expedition, is expected to have 
20,000 troops between Tien Tsin and Pe- 
kin. Large forces are .coming up from 
the south. Along the Hankow railway 
19 soldiers are advancing. Gen. Chang 
Hsun, the dictator, who attempted to 
restore the monarchy, has only some 
2000 men. 

Tuan Chi Jui today addressed an ulti- 
matum to Chang Hsun’'s troops and 
promised them more favorable treat- 
ment if they would lay down their arms. 
The Northern military leaders do not 
expect fighting. They believe Chang 
Hsun will be deserted by his troops 
when the strength of the republican 
forces if realized. It is rumored that 
part of Chang Hsun's forces already 
have deserted him. Fifteen provinces 
are supporting Tuan Chi Jui.

You women who are worn cut at the 
end of a bargain drive, returning home 
defeated as you often do without a4 
purchase made, will appreciate this feat 
ef Mrs. Marcus A. Hirsch’'s, who shops 
daily on a scale the magnitude of which 
the above item on her memoranda pad 
is a sample. You will appreciate it the 
more when you know that before she 
urdertook al] the buying for the local 
Red Cross center, including 10 work 
rooms, Mrs. Hirsch never had shopped 
on a larger scale than that required by 
the needs of her own household. And 
your appreciation ought to stand its su 
premest test when I tell you that much 
of her bargaining and trading is done 
githout the usual most important es- 
sential—money. 

Within a few months the output of the 
local workrooms in point of excellence 
cf workmanship and money saving has 
become the envy and the example for 
Ned Cross organizations in several rival 
cities and until recently when she 
gained the assistance of Miss Clare Sis- 
cher, of 4330 Lindell boulevard, Mrs. 
Hirsch has had the entire responsibil- 
ity of dispensing the funds and select- 
ing the materials made up at the sew- 
ing and hospital workrooms. 


Corners Gauze Supp 
‘Last week I found Chicago 3 Cros: 


agents invading my market so I prompt- 
ly cornered the gauze supply. We coula 
not afford to be caught short,’ was a 
characteristic remark of Mrs. Hirsch 
in the course of a talk at her home, 5092 
Waterman avenue, upon her work. Her 
conversation is interspersed with such 
technicalities as discounts and quota- 
tions. Her verbal shopping Iist is lader. 
with items unfamiliar to the average 
woman, such as gumwood and cement- 
coated nails. I say verbal shopping 
list, for not the least of her inspiring 
faculties is that she seems to carry all 
memoranda in “her head.’ And such 
familiar iterns as needles, tape, muslin, 
Crinoline, outing flannel became unfa- 
miliar as they were mentioned in quan- 
titles almost beyond the average 
woman's perception. 

“Since our first unit departed with .44,- 
000 articles,”’ said Mrs. Hirsch, ‘‘there 
have been completed 51,000 articles. We 
have on hand now at our central work- 
room 52,000 finished articles. I have been 
buying weekly 17 pieces of muslin in & 
and 60 yard lengths, 12 bolts of outing 
flannel and 30 dozen spools of stitching 
thread. Since our first unit left I have 
bought 12,000 bed sheets, #0 operating 
sheets, 350 dozen pillow cases, & dozen 
operating towels, 1000 dozen face towels, 
8 dozen kitchen towels, 175 dozen batn 
towels, 100 dozen wash cloths, 400 dozen 
handkerchiefs, 250 dozen pairs socks, 
200 dozen napkins, 108 pairs slippers, 
over 100 gross yards of tape, 150. gross 
buttons.”’ 

Without reference to any reminder 
other than her own memory, Mrs. 
Hirsch reeled off these figures and 
though my pencil flew and my note 
book was in constant use, I cannot be 
too certain of my accuracy in follow- 
ing her. 

“At first,”” she acknowledged, ‘‘the 
strain and anxiety was almost over- 
whelming. I thought and dreamed in 
terms of figures. But now that we are 
seeing results that compare more than 
favorably with results at other centers, 
and we know that our system is good. 
the strain is relaxed. And since we 
have brought order and system and 
standardization out of chaos, the work 
is more or less automatic. 


Buy Goods in St. Louts. 
At first we tried getting our materials 


direct from the mills, but we found 
we had to place our orders ®, @® and 
99 days ahead. Less the discounts the 
local wholesale houses would allow, 
the percentage we would save by deal- 
ing with the mills was so small that 
we decided to patronize the home mar- 
kets. We know our markets now. We 
know just how many articles per week 
we can turn out. We know that we 
must supply our unit 8000 vards of gauze 
bandages per week. We know to the 
fraction of an inch what materials our 
patterns will require. We know that 
yards of outing flannel will cut one 
dozen pajamas, that 33 yards of mus- 
lin will cut one dozen bed sheets. We 
know how to cut with the least possibiec 
waste and we have learned to use the 
scraps. The larger ones we sell again 
and the smaller ones are ‘cut up into 


lint for bandages. 


“We fan compare our convalescent 
gown, which costs % cents at today's 
prices, with the ready made ones at 
1.87% and see that ours is the better 
yarment. We are making a pajama at 
™’ cents and % cents for which the stores 
ask $2 apiece. We know that the first 
Chicago unit's outfit last year cost $6000 
while ours cost considerably less at this 
year’s higher prices. 

“Of course careful buying does not 
wholly account for these resulta,’ con- 
tinued Mrs. Hirsch. ‘‘We could not ac- 
complish them if we had to pay for 
labor, but you know, all our sewing 
and other labor is volunteer. Even our 
cutting is donated. We solicited it from 
tre big wholesale houses that have cut- 
ting machines and always we have met 
with the most hearty response and co- 
operation.

A GERMAN GRITIG 


Berlin Writer Thimks America’s 
War Contribution Will Be 
in Numbers. 


BELITTLES OUR FINESSE 


Influence Already Evident in 
Bolstering Up the Teutonic 
Opponents. 


COPENHAGEN, July 6.—Capt. von 
Salzmann, military critic of the Vos- 
sische Zeitung of Berlin, devotes a two- 
column article to the military influence 
of America on the war, on which he 
says it will be necessary to reckon if 
the struggle lasts until 1918. 

He states that first and foremost the 
powerful influence of American inter- 
vention on Germany's opponents and on 
neutrals is already evident and that the 
effects must not be underestimated. 

He assures his readers that in regard 
to quality the American soldiers will not 
attain the standards of brilliance char- 
acterizfig the French and German 
armies or their talent in leadership, 
finesse in execution and quickness of 
decision, but that. America’s military 
contribution, like Great Britain's, wili 
find expression in numbers and mechan- 
ical application of brute power. 

America’s numbers, he writes, are 
counted upon by the entente in respect 
of men, artillery, and particularly avia- 
tors. Incorporated in divisional units 
with British and French troops, as 
Capt. von Salzmann expects the Amer- 
ican forces to be, he says, will be 
worthy opponents. 

.Nevertheless, the Americans will not 
affect the result on the Western front, 
he writes in conclusion, because Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg says the sub- 
marine will force a decision before they 
become a decisive factor. 


ESSENTIAL WAR MATERIALS 
REPORTED SHORT IN GERMANY 


Demand for Guns Said to Be Fierce, 
and Curtailment in Shell Expen- 
diture Ordered. 

LONDON, July 6.—Disnatches from the 
front tell of an increasing shortage in 
Germany of materials essential for a 

vigorous prosecution of the war. 

First of all, prisoners say there is a 
fierce demand from the German fighters 
tor mcre guns and that orders have beea 
given by German commanders for a cur- 
tailment in the expenditure of shells 
wherever possible. 

Captured cartridge shell cases are ol! 
steel now. Apparently leck of brass and 
copper made the enemy try this metal 
ammunition cases for field guns and 
Steel cartridges are also be- 
ing issued to soldiers. Attempts have 
been made to make these steel cases 
available for use in machine guns, but 
up to the present they persist in a ten- 
Gaency to burst and jam the guns. 

Captured automobiles from the Ger- 
man lines show construction almost 
without brass or copper. Motor lorries 
show fabric and wooden tires instead of 
rubber.

“A successful offensive,”” the offictal 
continued, “requires the use of shells 
in numbers tnat seem fantastic. It is 
not a matter of three days or a week, 
but of operations that continue man/ 
weeks over the whole line from the 
North Sea to the Swiss border.” :

HITCH ON WATER | 
MAY CAUSE GUT IN 
=| PLANT INVESTMENT 


Mineral Refining and Chemical 
Corporation Complains of 
yi Serious ager Ing. 


SUNK ITS OWN WELLS 
Says West St. Louis Water & 
Light Co. Stockholder In- 
fluenced Mayor Kiel. 


The first unit of the $4,500,000 plant of 
the Mineral Refining and Chemical Cor- 
poration, a new industry for St. Louis, 
has just resumed operations after a 
shutdown of several weeks, due to ifn- 
ability to get a supply of clear water. 

A. F. Versen, former industrial com- 
missioner of the Chamber of Commerce, 
who was instrumental in bringing the 
plent to St. Louis and resigned to be- 
come its manager, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that the troubles of the 
company were due to the tactics of the 
West St. Louis Water and Light Co., 
which, he said, refused to build a main 
to the plant, and, though one of its 
stockholdeis, influenced Mayor Kiel to 
veto an ordinance granting the compa- 
ny authdérity to connect with a city 
main. 

Versen said that the company had 
been so hampered in its operations here 
that it mignt not expend between $2,500, - 
000 and $3,000,000 which it had intended 
to put into the plant. The first unit 
was erected at a cost of $1,500,000, the 
money having been furnished by Cuban 
capitalists. The plant was erected to 
manufacture paint pigment from a com- 
bination of barytes and zinc. The plant 
is located on a 36-acre tract, a part of 
which is in Carondelet and a part in 
S* Louis County. The completed unit .s 
just 50 feet outside of the city limits. 

Shapleigh Frotest Effective. 

In a written statement Versen 
that the ordinance granting the city 
connection was vetoed by Mayor Kiel 
after protest was filed by A. L. Shap- 
leich, former president of the Business 
Men's League and president of the 
Shapleigh Hardware Co., a stockholder 
in the West St. Louis Water and Light 
Co 

While the West St. Louis Water and 
Licht Co. is fighting the company's ef- 
forts to get a city connection, Versen 
said that it had refused to build a main 
to the plant, but insisted that the re- 
tining company should build the main 
a’ its own expense, whic Versen -esti- 
mated at $10,000. Versen said his com- 
pany was perfectly willing to take wa- 
ter from the county company at l% 
cents per 1000 gallons, as against the 
3.4 cents city rate, if the company would 
build the main,

000,000 zallons of water a day to the

He said the company was 
able to get water at three-quarters of a 
cent per 100 gallons from its wells, andi 
had as good fire protection from them 
as could be afforded by a county water 
connection.

Lee said that his company had made a 
vigorous protest against the granting of 
the city connection to the refining com- 
pany. Under the rules of the Public 
Service Commission, he said, the water 
company was not permitted to extend 
its mains beyond a certain distance to 
reach a consumer. The water company 
suggested to the refining company, Lee 
said, that both go before the Public 
Service Commission and abide by its 
decision as to what should be done in 
this case. The refining company re- 
fused the proposition, he said. 


‘The refining company escapes city 


taxes by being in the county, has a 
cheaper water supply than anybody 
else and seems to be wanting to get 
everything for nothing,” Lee said.

Hopkins University, and chairman of 
the commission of scientists appoint- 
ed by this Government to study the 
conduct of the war in France, de- 
clared here last night, after a numter 
of conferences in Washington, his be- 
lief that speed and size in aeroplanes 
would end the war more quickly than 
any other agency. He said the United 
States must furnish 10,000 pilots and, 
at the lowest, 20,000 airplanes, and 
must maintain this average in the 
Each pilot, he 
said, must have two planes. 

“The situation,” said Dr. Ames, “is 
summed up in an interview which I 
had with Gen. Smuts. He said: “The 
decision lies in the air, and complete 
victory can only be won by 10,000 or 
more fighting airplanes with which 
enemy aircraft can be annihilated.” 


Need Is Immediate. 
Dr. Ames emphasized that the pro- 


gram must be carried into effect be- 
fore the close of this year. He an- 
ticipated no difficulty in getting pi- 
lots and believed this country, now 
able to fiffnish schoo] and observa- 
tion planes, would be able to furnish 
fighting planes before 1918, He 
thought the American people didn’t 
appreciate the tremendous scale on 
which things are being done abroad. 

“To illustrate,” he said, “in some 
places the British battle line in 
France is 40 miles deep, and I have 
seen trains of motors 20 miles long, 
and a train of nine-inch guns six 
miles long.” 

Speaking of the general work of 
his commission, he said: . 

“There is a captive balloon every 
five miles along the west front. Zep- 
pelins, which are useful as naval 
scouts, have been a complete failure 
as military weapons. 

“Another problem is finding the loca. 
tion of big guns by means of sound 
waves. In the battle of Meagsines 63 big 
guns were hunted out by these waves 
and destroyed. The finding of mines is 
important. Wireless telegraphy with 
airplanes, detection of submarines, of- 
fensive and defensive devices for under- 
sea craft and new optical instruments 
are other problems to be studied.”’ 

Work of Other Members. 

Dr. Ames told of the work of othe- 
members of the commission, among 
them Dr. Harry Fielding Reid of Johns 
Hopkins. . 

“Dr. Reid,” he said, has investigated 
methods of making maps, and the uses 
made of the science of meteorology at 
the front. At Messines the location of 
mines Was so carefully chosen that by 
reason of the quicksands which sur- 
rounded them the Germans could not 
blow them up. Dr. Reid also brought 
back the latest seismologic instruments 
to be used in connection with guns and 
mines. 

“The work of Dr. Burgess of the 
Bureau of Standards in Washington was 
in many ways the most 4mportant of 
all. His special study was of metal- 
lurgy and steel alloys. with reference 
tc putting to use the steel produced in 
American milla 

“Dr. Hulett of Princeton devoted his 
time to an investigation of offensive and 
defensive gas warfare. The Germans 
at first used gas clouds, Now they em- 
ploy liquefied gas, using gas shells in 


|} ordinary guns. Twenty per cent of these 


shells contain lethal gases Gas masks 
and the training of our troops to euard 
against gas and offensive methods for 
ourselves along these lines were also 
studied by Dr. Hulett.” 

Invisible ink for secret messages and 
the means of detecting its use was also 
investigated by Dr. Hulett. e 

The two medical members of the com- 
mission, Dr. Richard P. Strong of Bos- 
ton and Dr. Lindley R. Williams of New 
York, investigated sanitary conditions, 
possible hospital equipment, hygiene, 
re-education of wounded soidiers and 
water supply.

The ordinary infantry unit is the 
“company.” The man selected for serv- 
ice is assigned to a company, and that 
company will be his home and family 
as long as he serves with the colors. 
When a man has completed his term of 
active service and is furloughed to the 
reserve he is detached by the furlough 
from his company and becomes a vefri- 
table military orphan. 

Makeup of Infantry Company. 

An infantry company consists of 10 
enlisted men and three officers. All 
persons in the military establishment 
are either officers or enlisted men. The 
term “‘men’’ used in ordinary military 
purlance is merely an abbreviation of 
the term ‘‘enlisted men,” and is merely 
use for the purpose of excluding the 
consideration of the officers which com- 
, plement them. 

The enlisted men of the company are 
divided into several classes or grades. 
The division is made either on the basis 
of knowledge- and military experience, 
which marks the nocommissioned offi. 
cers, or on the basis of duty to be per-

The term “npncommissioned officer’ 
is applied to a leader of a group of 
men who does not derive his authority 
from a commission. The commission 
of an officer is the authority which 
ccLfers his rank upon him. This com- } 
mission comes to him from the highest | 
olficer of the state which he serves. 
In Federal service, that is, troops in 
the service of the Government of the ' 
United States, an officer's commission 
comes to tim from the President. In 
the national guard, or in the organized 
militia, the officer’s commission coimes 
from the Governor of his State. The 
rencommissioved officer receives : the | 
evidence of his authority in the form 
of a warrant, issued by the Colonel of 
his regiment or the officer holding the 
corresponding rank in the organization 
to which he may belong. 


: Power of the First Sergeant. 

In the infantry arm, as in all others, 
the noncommissioned officers are the 
backbone of the company. They are 
really rhuch more than that. They are 
everything in the company except the 
directing brain and the combined 
brawn of the privates. 

The senior . noncommissioned officer 
is the first sergeant. He is ordinarily 
callea the ‘“‘top sergeant,”’ or the ‘‘top.”’ 
That is a fact which the new soldier 
raust always bear in mind. The first 
sergeant is the ‘“‘top.” If any recruit 
is Cisposed to argue that point from a | 
rurely academic standpoint he will do} 
weil to postpone his argument until he 
is out of the service. 


The first sergeant is the right hand 
main of the Captain, the ‘‘commanding 
officer” or “eompany commander.” 
He is the executive of the wishes, the 
policy and the order of the company 
commander, He it is who makes up the 
lists of assignments for ordinary routine 
duties. From his roster he designates 
the men who are to go on guard or who 
are to help the cook peel potatoes. He 
picks out the men who are to go out on 
pass and he picks out the men who 
are assigned to report to the sanjtary 
men to clean up the dirty places of a 
camp. In general, it may be said that 
if there is anything concerning the, 
enlisted men of a company which does 
not come under the action of the first 
sergeant the ordinary enlisted man 
coes not discover that fact. 


Duties of the Sergeants, 

The First Sergeants, together with 
the Mess Sergeant and the Supply Ser- 
Feant, are commonly called “staff Ser- 
geants.”” This is merely to distinguish 
them from tie rest of the Sergeants, | 
who are called ‘‘duty Sérgeants.”’ | 

The duties of the Mess Sergeant can 
vell be understood from the title. The 
Mess Sergeant has on his shoulders the | 
Guty of seeing that the men are well | 
and sufficiently fed. Limited by What |

are needed. He must make out his 
bills of fare, which must meet the ap- 
proval of the company commander.

By ‘ration’ is meant the allowance 
for the subpsisience of one man for one 
day. The ration of the American scl- 
gier is more liberal than that of the 
soldier in any other crmy.. It is whole- 
some, nutritio us and palatable—provided 
it is well cocked and properly served. 
liere is-where the Mess Sergeant can 
come in and tnake a reputation for him- 
self. 
of one sort or another. A bad reputation 
s00n leads to the appointment of a new 
Mess Sergeant by the company com- 
mander. 

The Supply Sergeant has charge cf 
ihe issue ard record of all property, 
which the enlistec men of the company 
receive, except foodstuffs. He can make 
it uncomfortable for the men if he does 
not know his job thoroughly and is not 
always on the job. It is up to him to 
vee that the nen ect clothing and shoes, 
ond the like which will fit. It is the 
careless and indolent Supply Sergeant 
who gets the leavings from the stores of 
the supply officer, the abnormally large 
and the abnormally small sizes which 
will it no one in an ordinary company.

AMERICA’S WAR. 

Speaking of the Fourth of July, Premier Ribot 
of France said: ‘Before today it was the fete 
of the independence af the United States. It 
has become the fete of the independence of al! 
nations.” 

This was the sentiment expressed at celebra- 
tions of the Fourth in Britain, France, Russia, 
Italy—around the civilized world outside of the 
Central Powers. 

The issue of the war is no longer the mere de- 
fense of any one nation or group of nations, nor 
the special interest of one nation or group of na- 
tions, nor the mere defeat or conquest of any 
nation or group of nations. The issue is the 
American issue of liberty and self-government 
and just peace for all nations. 

It is not Britain’s war, nor France’s war, nor 
Russia’s war; it is America’s war. We have re- 
vised the issue. The banner is our Declaration 
of Independence extended to the world.. The na- 
tions accept our guidance and look to us for in- 
spiration and effective support in the fighting. ~ 

The effect of our entry into the war is not mere- 
ly the disheartening of the military autocracies 
and the encouragement of our allies. It is be- 
ginning to develop in the sentiments of the people 
of the central empires. The Germans are begin- 
ning to see the true issue and to realize that the 
democratization of Germany means the end of the 
war, and enduring peace on the basis of mutual 
understandings between free peoples. The demo- 
cratic elements in Germany are greatly strength- 
ened and the autocratic elements weakened by the 
material weight of America and the moral influ- 
ence of our decision for war and our war. issue. 
The dawn is rising in Germany and Austria. The 
minds of the Teutonic peoples are awakening to 
the vision of liberty and their pulses are thrilling 
with its inspiration. 

Our duty is plain. The quicker we get into the 
war with decisive forces the quicker the victory 
and the just peace. The greater our share in the 
war the greater the glory of the republic and the 
surer the League of Peace—the Federation of the 
World. 
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‘‘WORK FEARLESSLY AND IMPARTIALLY.’’ 
In giving commissions to his appointees as 
State Tax Commissioners, Gov. Gardner also gave 
them some excellent advice. Here is what he said 
on one point: | 
In order that you may work out this task 
to the satisfaction of the people of the State, 
it becomes at once apparent that you must 
select as your assistants men fitted by train- 
ing and temperament for the work which they 
must do.

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SMALL DIRIGIBLES: HUNT U-BOATS. 

It is suggested that in the small dirigible with 
a crew of from six to eight men the allies have 
found something even better than the torpedo- 
boat destroyer for the successful hunting of Ger- 
man submarines. 

The aeroplane was too swift for the job. Flying 
above the sea, an aeronaut can often see a sub- 
marine, even when submerged, which would be 
invisible to an observer on a destroyer or other 
boat. But aeroplanes cannot hover. When an 
observer in a seaplane spots a submarine, the 
best he can do is to fly over it in circles, in the 
hope of getting a chance to drop a bomb. 

But the dirigible can proceed at the same 
pace as the submarine. Keeping directly over- 
head, it can maintain an almost point-blank 
position, sticking to its prey until it accomplishes 
its purpose. The U-boats torpedoes cannot harm 
it. The only thing it has to fear is shells fired 
from below. And, to make this defense, the sub- 
mersible must come to the surface, exposing itself 
to almost certain destruction. 

If this ig true, and the allies have enough of 
these smal] dirigibles, we may expecta weekly 
decrease in the tonnage of destroyed British ships, 
until Germany will have to admit defeat in her 
submarine warfare. 
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Next time you come in from the county bring 
a basket of garden truck in your automobile: for 
the poor. It won't burden the machine or the 
train and it will lighten your heart. 


FIND THE SPIES. 

While Washington is completely mystified as 
to the means employed by spies in letting Ger- 
many know both the time of the sailing of the 
expeditionary force to France and the route it 
was to take, there is one consoling side-issue to 
the affair. It is that with full knowledge of 
American plans and with a flotilla of submarines 
on hand to meet the vessels the Germans were 
unable to inflict the slightest damage. 

Nobody in authority seems to doubt that there 
was a leak. If only a few submarines had inter- 
cepted the convoy it might have been attributed 
to chance or patrol vigilance. The appearance 
of a large force of them at a favorable spot 150 
miles out of the war zune destroys either hypo- 
thesis. : 

Conditions for inflicting a terrific stroke 
which would not merely have wiped out many 
thousands of enemy soldiers, but would have 
brought consternation to every allied capital 
seemed to favor the submarine commanders. Ap 
parently they knew where and when the prey 
was to be found and were at the rendezvous. 
And being there, they could do nothing. 

It is conceivable that future sailings will be 
better safeguarded in the matter of information 
leaks. The simple fact that in the one instance

A WIDOW AND HER $5000 HOME. 

How a St. Louis widow was despoiled of prop- 
erty worth $5000 under the Z>rms of law is an 
almost incredible story. Still, every detail of 
which the Post-Dispatch takes cognizance is told 
under oath in an appeal to the courts of justice 
to compel restitution of the property. 

The widow, Mrs. Margaret Manion, owned—per- 
haps the event will show she still owns—a mod- 
ern brick bungalow on a 29-foot lot at 3641 Rut- 
ger street. She owed $150, secured by a deed of 
trust on the dweiling, for which semi-annual in- 
terest notes of $4.50 each, at 6 per cent, were out. 
Sne also owed $100, for which semi-annual inter- 
est notes of $3 were out. 

On the allegation that one of the $3 interest 
notes, maturing last April, had not been paid, her 
$5000 bungalow has been forfeited. It is charged 
by those concerned in the astonishing transaction 
that she was notified the $3 was due and neglected 
to meet it. Mrs. Manion says she was notified 
that one of the $4.50 notes was due and that she 
paid the amount. That she had no notification 
whatever that the $3 note was due is her asser- 
tion. 

Neither did she have any knowledge, she says, 
that her house was advertised for sale. The ad- 
vertisements were inserted in a local legal publi- 
cation that has slight circulation among widows 
and other small property owners. But a matter of 
which she did gain speedy knowledge was that the 
property had been offered at forced sale on June 
27, in the name of Frank L. Dittmeier, trustee, and 
had been bid in at $340 for William J. Kramer. 
Against the $340, costs totaling $153.96 were 
charged. 

One of the significant charges in the court pa- 
pers is that Mrs. Manion, on learning of the sale, 
offered to pay the $153.96 in costs if her property 
was restored to her. The offer was refused and 
those who now hold claim to the property an- 
nounced that they would retain possession of it. 

But can they? Will she never have any more 
than $340, less costs and mortgages, to show for 
her $5000 home?. The transaction may be in strict 
conformity with law, but is it in conformity with 
equity and justice? 

Is this case an exceptional one or are there 
many local deals in which a $3 debt can be un- 
necessarily run up to $153.96 and made to serve as 
legal justification for the forfeiture of $5000?

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POLONIUS’ ADVICE. 

There seems to be a dreadful shortage of Polo- 
niuses in the modern Elsinore, out here in Mis- 
souri. If there had been only one of them to 
give one ofits sons as much practical advice as 
Laertes received, on the eve of his departure for 
foreign parts, a recent distressing incident might 
not have happened. 

Because there was nobody to tell him that 
neighborliness, while an estimable virtue to be 
lavishly practiced at home should be employed 
with reservations in a great city, he came to grief. 
In the course of a brief visit to St. Louis the El- 
sinorean bought an automobile. He felt so rood 
about it that he invited many young men to help 
him try it out.

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COAL PROFITEERING. 

The Federal Trade Commission, in an oper 
letter in one of the coal trade journals, is naively 
asked to take cognizance, when fixing maximum 
prices for coal, of “the extraordinary profits 
being made in iron and steel, copper, and in all 
other lines of industry generally.”

The commission is reminded that fuel con- 
sumption is expanding to unprecedented propor- 
tions.

T is not difficult to trace gold to its

hiding places; a 
watch is kept upon 
whose business it is to knew, can readily 


tell, with at least approximate accuracy, 
how much of the world’s supply is in 
any particular country at any particular 
time, how much is in circulation, how 
much in reserve, how much in bullion, 
even how much is withdrawn for the 
arts, with estimates of the amount visi- 
ble and invisible in the mines. 

Gold and silver have always been re- 
garded as being indestructible metals. 

They are constantly changing their 
form, but, save for the small loss due 
to abrasion, the gold and silver that 
were in the coins or were used in the 
arts of centuries ago have come down 
to this period without intrinsic change, 
although they may have been remelted 
a score of times. - 

It is quite different with copper, zinc. 
and other of the baser metals. The war 
has changed the ownership, and doubt- 
less it has changed the form, of gold, 
but that which was in the world on Aug. 
1, 1914, broadly speaking, is in the world 
today. 

In the nearly three years that have 
elapsed since the date named there has 
been a continuous and tremendous de- 
pletion in the stocks of copper, lead and 
zinc. Spot copper, it is announced from 
New York, has been virtually swept 
from the market.

And now there is a very noticeable ana 
growing deficit in the supply of silver. 
It has not gone, to any extraordinary 
degree, into coinage. On June 13 bar sil- 
ver rose to 77 cents an ounce, an in- 
crease of 24% cents over the price of the 
early part of the month, or within 2 
cents of the extreme price of last Feb- 
ruary, when there was a marked flurry 
in silver quotations. 

An explanation of the acute demand 
for the white metal is found in the sus- 
pension of work in mines in several 
countries that heretofore contributed 
their.quota of the metal to the European 
markets. Shortage of transportation 
facilities would account for the dimin- 
ishing receipts from silver-producing na- 
tions dependent on the sea for shipment. 

The prodtction of silver in the United 
States in 1914 was _ 72,455,100 fine 
ounces, valued at $40,067,700. The value 
of this output today would be close to 
$56,000,0000." Since 1870, until recently, the 
decline in the value of silver has been 


the bullion value of 371'4 pure grains, 
but in its commercial ratio to gold. 
Whether new uses for silver will have 
merely a temporary or a permanent ef- 
fect upon its value, actual or relative, 
is one of the many interesting questions 
that the future must decide.

Prices Show Good Buying After 


an Early Selling Wave; 
Trading Fairly Broad.

NEW YORK, July 6.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today, says: 

“The apathy arfd irregularity of to- 
emphasized what 
had already been sufficiently evident: 
that is, that Wall street and the general 
public have little appetite for speculation 
until it becomes clearer what part the 
agencies of the Government, or the de- 
velopments of the war itself, will play 
in the country’s industrial life. Apart 
from this, little interest was manifested 
by the financial community today. 

“The German Chancellor’s expected 
apparently 
postponed, might have attracted much 
attention had it been entirely clear that 
the forces working for political change 
in the empire have become strong 
enough to- compel some definite state- 
ment of policy from Hollweg. 

‘Business on the Stock E ichange was 
aliogether aimless, prices moving only 
Slightly in either direction in the brief 
periods of buying or selling. a few 
stocks, notably some which broken 
severely yesterday, substanfial gains 
ccecurred. The opening wascat frac- 
tonal advances, which were «omewhat 


increased here and there durffig the aft- 


ernoon by an indecisive upward move- 
ment. But the market of the last half 
hour was wholly irregular, some stocks 


‘showing a tendency to advance while 


cihers declined. 

“There was received from Canada to- 
day, an additional $6,500,000 gold, making 
$4,500,000 imported this week, and $126,- 
000,000 since the movement began last 
mecnth. 

“Return of easy money rates here be- 
reins to deprive these shipments of some- 
thing of their character as emergency

“Estimates of the steel trade as to

wil! probably form only a small por- 
tion of the amount actually used in fur- 
thering our military activities. Pur- 
chases of equipment by the railroads 
themselves fall into somewhat the same 
category, and as our industries become 
more and more diyerted to war pur- 
poses, it may beeome increasingly diffi- 
cult to draw a line between private and 
semi-public business. 

“These considerations merely hint at 
the problem confronting the Govern- 


ment if it undertakes to regulate the 


matter of deliveries by manufacturers. 
They also suggfest the obvious difficul- 
ties to be met in attaining an adjust- 
ment of regulated prices and excess 
profits taxes as applied to industrial 
ccncerns. 

“How the excess profits tax, as 
planned by the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, will work out in actual practice, if 
it finally becomes a law, the intricacies 
of the measure make it difficult to say. 
On a graduated scale, adjusted to Vary- 
ing corporate profits, taxes range from 
12 per cent to 50 per cent of such profits, 
with no exemption at the lower end 
of the schedule. 

“Under the taxation law of last March 
a flat rate of 8 per cent was levied on 
all profits above 8 per cent. The present 
measure, therefore, will take for the 
Government a much greater proportion 
of a corporation's income than was tak- 
en under the older measure, or than 
would have been taken under the recent 
proposal of the House to double the 
rate of 8 per cent.

“Ig a woman, who is instrumental in 
breaking up a home, to be excused sim- 
ply because she commits this wrong de- 
iiberately and intentionally? Is the man 

“to escape punishment because the wom- 

an in the case is not his victim but his 
accomplice? To common sense, it seems 
that she would be less culpable if she 
entered into this guilt unwillingly and 
with conscientious scrupies, and that 
the man’s offense against his home ts 
the same whatever the aftitude of his 
woman companion. 

“T ask you, why should women bear 
sons and be loyal to their country, if, 
when their homes are imperiled and 
their own dignity as wives and mothers 
is violated and insulted, they cannot ob- 
tain redress from the laws. Are the 
statutes of the United States—made, it 
is true, by men—for the benefit of men 
only? Are women to be left helpless at 
the mercy of Wrongdoers merely be- 
cause they do not possess the ballot? 


Raises Question of Politics . 
“Are men to escape the consequences 


of their evil. deeds simply because of 
politics? 

“For the sake of reputable women and 
clean homes of the country—for the 
Sake of the mothers who are now being 
asked to sacrifice their sons that it may 
endure, I appeal to you to use your best 
efforts to investigate as to whether 
there has not been a miscarriage of 
justice in my case, and to see whether 
steps cannot be taken at once to re- 
pair it.” 

District Attorney Oliver, when told of 
Mrs. Matlack’s letter, said he would not 
discuss it. Any statement, he said, must 
come from the Attorney-General.

TROOPS ON HAND 


Peoria Cavalry Finds City 
Quiet, Followmg Rioting as 
Result of Car Strike. 


BLOOMINGTON, IIL, July 6.—National 
guard troops from Chicago and Peoria 
were sent to this city today, following 
a night of rioting, caused by a strike 
of employes of the Bloomington & Nor- 
mal Railway and Light Co. Troop G, 
Virst Illinois Cavalry, of Peoria, arrived 
at 8 o’clock this morning, but their serv- 
ices were not needed. 

The city is quiet and labor leaders ex- 
pressed regret at the outbreak, which 
they said they did countenance. 
Electric power, which was ordered off 


at midnight. when the trouble was at its 
height, was turned on again this mora- 
ing and plants which had been hindered 
in their operations resumed. 

The strike has been in progress for 
several weeks, but was orderly until last 
night, when ‘‘Mother’ Jones addressed 
a crowd of strikers and sympathizers. 

Following her speech the crowd began 
attacking street cars and crews and ad- 
ministered severe punishment to several 
of the car crews, after smashing several 
street cars. One man in the crowd of 
rioeters was shot through the feck and 
is in a hospital today. 

The rioters then visited the power 
plant, but this was closea and they de- 
parted, breakiffg the windows of the of- 
fices of the traction company as they 
went, and attacking more street cars. 
Appeals by the Mayor and Sheriff in- 
duced them to desist from further riot- 
ing, and early today the crowd began to 
disperse. 

Mayor E. E. Jones appealed to Gov. 
Lowden to send troops to prevent fur- 
ther destruction of property and the 
Governor “rdered six Chicago companies 
of the First Dlinois Cavalry, now artil- 
lery units, equivalent t« nine companies 
of infantry, and the Pecria troop to the 
scene of the trouble: Col. Milton 53. 
Foreman commands the Chicago troops, 
who number 1593 men. 3

LABOR REFUSES 
[0 TAKE BLAME 
OR RACE RIOI 


Secretary Morrison of American 
Federation Says It Would 
Aid Negroes. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—Charges that 
labor unions were responsible for the 
East St. Louis race riots were denied by 
Frank Morrison, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, who, in the 
absence of President Gompers, issued 
a formal statement. 

Morrison made public a telegram re- 
ceived today from Victor. Olander, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Illinois Federa- 
tion of Labor, which has been forward- 
ed as the American Federation’s reply 
to a message.from the Boston branch 
of the Equal Rights League. The tele- 
gram follows: 

“Press dispatches allege Negro Equal 
Rights League of Boston has tele- 
graphed to you, charging trade union- 
ists with responsibility for East St. 
Louis riots. Any such charge is vicious- 
ly untrue. It was the East St. Louis 
Central Labor Council, having negroes 
in membership, that requested the in- 
vestigations of the State Council of De- 
fense, following the disorders in May. 
The investigation showed that Southern 
negroes had been misled by false ad- 
vertisements and unscrupulous employ- 
ment agents to come to East St. Louis 
in such numbers that they could not se- 
cure either work or decent living quar- 
ters. 

‘The effect was to make acute the 
exploitation of labor, both negro and 
white, and to seriously disarrange so- 
cial as well as economic conditions and 
to arouse bitterness on all sides. 

“The Chamber of Commerce , was 
urged by one of its own officers, weeks 
ago, to use its influence against the 
campaign of misrepresentation and 
false promises responsible for the in- 
flux, but the chamber took no action. 

“It is shocking to me that such or- 
ganizations as the Negro Equal Rights 
League have nothing or little to say 
about the fraud practiced against ne- 
groes by unscrupuJous employing inter- 
ests; that such associations remain 
discreetly silent while Southern negroes 
are cheated into leaving their homes for 
Northern cities and towns already over- 
crowded, exhibit mo concern over the 
miserable living and working conditions 
which many negroes are forced to en- 
dure, and offer no protest against vi- 
cious exploitation ,of labor, through 
which blacks and whites suffer alike. 

‘The Illinois trade union movement is 
striving to organize the workers of both 
races. Many of our local unions have 
nezro members, some exclusively, aad 
negro delegates attend our conventions 
and central bodies, but I have no: 
learned of a single instance here where 
such associations as the Negro Equa: 
Rights League have aided or encour- 
aged negro workers to join together for 
the purpose of self-help in trade unions 
to prevent exploitations, to secure rec- 
ognitiecn of economic rights and to o:.- 
tain improvements in working condi- 
tions, shorter hours or better wages.’’
